JEFFERSON CITY, March 11 
—The Spradiing bill, which 
gives the Division of Health 
broader powers in supervision 
of nursing homes, was passed 
today by the House, 129 to 3. 
An emergency clause, putting 
the bill into effect as soon as 
signed by Gov. James T. Blair, 
was adopted, 130-3. 

Two minor delaying amend- 
ments were voted down follow- 
ing a half hour of debate. Gov. 
Blair was expected to sign the 
bill into law later this after- 
noon. 

Earlier in the day, Gov. Blair 
announced he would issue ex- 
ecutive regulations creating a 
bureau of nursing home licen- 
sure in the state Division of 
Health as sgon as the Dill, 
which was introduced by Sena- 
tor A. M. Spradling Jr. (Dem.), 
oe Girardeau, was signed by 


Gov. Blair said he also would 
cause introduction today of a 
bill to create a Department of 
Public Safety and Fire Protec- 
tion which would eventually be 
responsible for enforcement of 
fire and safety regulations in 
nursing homes.

WASHINGTON, March lil 
(AP)—Senate rackets investiga- 
tors prepared today to subpena 
Teamster Union president Dave 
Beck and seize his financial 
records unless he agrees quick- 
ly to “be co-operative.” Beck 
indicated he would comply with 
their requests before being sub- 
penaed. 


The Teamster chief returned 
unheralded from Europe yester- 
day, dodged reporters in New 
York, refused to be interviewed 
in Chicago, and flew on to his 
home in Seattle. 

Arriving there last night, 
Beck said, “I don’t think so,” 
when he was asked by reporters 
whether he would wait for a 
subpena. He said he expected to 
go to Washington “very soon.” 

To all other questions he re- 
plied with rapid-fire replies of 
“no comment” as reporters and 
radio and television men trailed 
him from the Northwest Airline 
plane to a waiting automobile 
outside a side gate of the air- 
port.

In announcing appointment 
of a governor for Gaza, Hatem 
said Egypt had agreed that the 
UNEF could enter the area only 
for the specific purposes of pre- 
serving a cease-fire, and ob- 
serving the withdrawal of Is- 
raeli troops benind the armis- 
tice lines. 

“Any other task being carried 
out by the UNEF forces will be 
refused by Egypt,” Hatem said. 

Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, U.N. 
Under Secretary General with 
direct responsibility for UNEF, 
was in Gaza when the Egyptian 
announcement was made. On 
his return to Cairo later he told 
reporters the United Nations 
“never had questioned Egypt's 
legal rights regarding Gaza.” 

The Egyptians occupied the 
strip under the 1949 armistice 
agreement until Israeli troops 
drove them out last fall. 

Bunche declined to give a 
precise answer to a question 
about the U.N, attitude toward 
the Egyptian action in appoint- 
ing a Gaza governor, but did 
say that when Gen. Latif ar- 
rives in Gaza “Gen. Burns will 
shake his hand.” 

Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns is 
commander of the UNEF. 

U.N. Setup Led to Rioting. 

The rioting stemmed from 
the temporary administrative 
setup headed by Danish Col, 
Carl Ingholm as military gov- 
ernor. He named a committee 
of five residents of Gaza city 
to supervise all civil affairs in 
the town itself. 

Ingholm will preside over the 
council, Munir Rayess, Gaza 
mayor under the Egyptian ad- 
ministration who was held a 
political prisoner for 45 days 
during the Israeli occupation, 
was asked to serve. He de- 
clined, saying that the pre-in- 
vasion municipal council ob- 
jected.

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10 SAVED NFIRE 
AT HOME FOR 
CHILDREN, STATE 
LAWS NOT CLEAR 


$5000 Loss at Ballwin 
—County Has Tried 
Since 1954 to Find 
Out About Regula- 
tions. 


St. Louis county has been 
trying unsuccessfully since 1954 
to ascertain from state au- 
thorities what regulations 
should apply to homes for 
chronically-ill children, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today fol- 
lowing a fire in the Cradle 
Home tn Ballwin from which 10 
mentally-retarded children were 
carried to safety. : 

The fire, which occurred 


yesterday afternoon, caused an 
estimated $5000 damage to a 
one-and-one-half-story frame 
building connected to the 
concrete-block structure in 
which thé children live. 
County authorities were not 
able to learn until recently 
whether the state licensed and 
regulated homes for incurable 
children, despite repeated at- 
tempts to get this information. 


Received Reply Jan. 31. 


Finally, last Jan. 31, Dr. 
Henry M. Hardwicke, who had 
just been placed in charge of 
the state’s nursing home pro- 
gram, wrote: 


“The Division of Health ac- 
cepts responsibility for inspec- 
tion and licensing of homes for 
incurable children. With the as- 
sistance of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office we are now at- 
tempting to determine whether 
this responsibility falls under 
the hospital licensing act or 
under the nursing home law.” 

County officials had no criti- 
cism of Dr. Hardwicke, appoint- 
ed a week ago as acting director 
of the State Division of Health, 
since their previous inquiries 
had not been directed to him. 

However, they pointed out 
they had tried without success 
to obtain this information from 
the division when it was headed 
by Dr. James R. Amos, who 
was fired by Gov. James T. Blair 
following the disastrous Katie 
Jane nursing home fire at War- 
renton, Mo. 

On Aug. 12, 1954, Dr. Herbert 
R. Domke, county health com- 
missioner, sent a letter to Dr. 
Amos, inquiring whether homes 
for chronically-ill children were 
to be regulated under provisions 
of a state law enacted in 1941. 

Dr. Domke wrote there were 
homes in St. Louis county caring 
for such children. The homes 
included the Cradle Home in 
Ballwin, where the fire oc- 
curred; Fuller Nursing Home in 
Lemay; Manchester Nursing 
Home, which has a separate 
building for children, and Lul- 
laby Nursery on Bon Oak ave- 
nue in the north part of the 
county. 

“No Provisions. .. .” 

The following month Dr. 
Domkg received a reply from 
the health division, written by 
Albert W. Happy Jr., who said 
the inspection and licensing 
program set out in Chapter 198, 
Revised Statutes of Missouri, 
1949, was meant to include only 
establishments providing care 
for the aged. 

“Establishments providing 
care to chronically-ill infants 
and children-are not included 
under this program, and, to our 
knowledge, there are no pro- 
visions in the statutes of Mis- 
souri for licensing such estab- 
lishments,” Happy wrote. 

After a new hospital licens- 
ing act for Missouri was held 
unconstitutional,. Dr. John C. 
Murphy, director of chronic dis- 
ease control for the St. Louis 
county health department, sent 
a letter to a division of welfare 
representative last October, 
again seeking an answer on the 
question of homes for chronic- 
ally-ill children. 

“We feel that an inspection 
and licensing program for these 
homes would be highly desir- 
able to better insure proper 
care being rendered,” Dr. Mur- 
phy stated. “This department 
would be happy to assume this 
responsibility but it is our un- 
derstanding that we are not 
empowered to do so under the 
state statutes.” 

Dr. Murphy got two replies. 
One, from the division of wel- 
fare, expressed the opinion that 
such homes should be licensed 
by the division of health under 
the hospital licensing law, not 
by the division of welfare. 

The setond reply came from 
Dr. C. W. Meinershagen, then 
director of the hospital licens- 
ing program, who said: “There’s 
nothing new in the interpreta- 
tion of the various laws govern- 
ing nursing homes or child-care 
homes. 

“The lack of definition causes 
the difficulty in finding the 
proper category for licensing 
or certifying.”

Supreme Tribunal Re- 
jects Challenge but 
Refuses to Pass on 
Levy’s Validity.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
11 — The Missouri Supreme 
Court today rejected St. Louis 
Public Service Co’s challenge 
of the validity of the 5 per cent 
gross receipts tax levied on its 
bus operations by the City of | 
St. Louis. 

The court refused to pass 
upon the legality of the tax 


itself but upheld that part of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court de- 
cision which ordered the utility 
to pay the full tax. | 

The company’s effort to 
knock out the tax thus failed. 

Public Service had paid the 
city $782,964 in gross receipts 
taxes for the fiscal year ending 
Jan. 31, 1955, but balked at 
paying $731,433 due for the fol- 
lowing year. Finally it paid 
$700,000 and, in order to keep a 
cause of action before the 
court in its suit challenging 
validity of the tax, declined to 
pay the remainder. 

Circuit Judge Waldo C. May- 
field ruled that the tax was 
valid and ordered the company 
to pay the $31,433 it had with- 
held. 


The Supreme Court affirmed 
the monetary judgement but 
declined to pass on the question 
of tax validity. 


Received Valuable Permits. 

The Supreme Court pointed 
out that Public Service for 
more than 25 years had applied 
for and received valuable per- 
mits under which it operated 
its bus lines. This was done 
with full knowledge that the 
company would be required to 
pay the gross receipts tax spe- 
fified by the municipal ordi- 
nance, the court added. 

“The rule is well settled that 
one voluntarily proceeding un- 
der a statute or ordinance and 
claiming benefits thereby con-

To Some Questions on Rice

HAT DO HOMEMAKERS want to know about rice, one of 
W the most important foods in the world and the only food 
of millions of people? Here are éxamples of some of the

Brown rice, which is the whole 
grain with only the hull re- 
moved, This rice does not keep 
well and should not be held tow 
The brown rice 
takes longer to cook than the 
other types of rice. 

Milled white rice is the pol- 
ished grain of rice and will 
come in either medium or long 
grain. The medium-sized grain 
is usually less expensive thgn 
the long grain white rice. Some 
of this milled white rice will be 
enriched. 

Parboiled rice and partially 
cooked rice have been specially 
treated by the manufacturer so 
are more expensive than milled 
white rice. The partially cooked 
rice has been treated so the 
grains readily absorb water on 
standing in very hot water. 
Actually, very little cooking 
tme is saved. Parboiled rice is 
rough rice treated by steam 
end heat under pressure before 
te milling. This causes part 
cf the vitamins and minerals in 
tre. outer layers to go into the 
grain so they’re not removed in 
hulling and polishing processes 
cf milling. 

This rice is not as snow white 
i. color as the partially cooked 
rice and the milled white rice. 


Q- I hear you need not wash 
rice before you cook it. Isn't 
the washing necessary? 


A. No, you do not wash rice 
before you cook it. The pack- 
aged rice on the market need 
not and should not be washed. 
The milling process is carried 
out under extremely sanitary 
conditions by the VU. S. rice 
mills. Washing sends much food 
value down the drain and it’s 
a lot of trouble. 

It does not help the rice 
grains cook more separate. And 
—rice should not be rinsed in 
hot water after cooking. This 
wastes more food value and 
makes the grains very moist. 


- Q. How should rice be cooked \ 


so the grains are separate and 
tender? 

A. Follow the package direc- 
tions for the partially cooked 
and parboiled rice. Cook milled 
white rice easily in only 14 
minutes. To make three lib- 
eral cups of rice, put one cup 
of uncooked white rice, one tea- 
spoon salt and two cups of 
water in a two-quart sauce pan. 
Bring to a vigorous boil. Turn 
the heat down. Cover with a 
lid and simmer over this low 
heat 14 minutes. 

Remove the sauce pan from 
the heat and leave the lid on 
until ready to serve, at least 
10 minutes. The rice stays 
warm and it more fluffy the 
longer it stands. The 10 min- 
utes gives the grains a chance 
to become more separate and 
tender. If you find the water 
isn’t absorbed in 14 minutes, 
turn your heat up slightly. Re- 
member—one cup of rice to 
two cups of water. Never cook 
rice in too much water sjnce 
the water you pour down the 
drain has valuable food nu- 
trients. ~ 


Q. How do I cook brown rice? 

A. Don’t wash the rice. Use 
one cup brown rice, one téa- 
spoon salt and two cups water. 
Bring to a vigorous boil. Turn 
the heat down. Cover and 
simmer 45 minutes. 

Remove the sauce pan. from 
the heat and allow to stand five 
to 10 minutes. The brown rice 

absorb water more slow-

| La. foods need not be 


dull, but it is true that many 
of them are bland in flavor 
and so require skillful season- 
ing.

For 
a thin white sauce halve the 
amount of butter and flour: for 
a thick white sauce double the 
butter and flour, keeping the 
other ingredients in the same 
amounts as in a medium sauce.

Two tablespoons flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt.

Like most people, I was not 
too concerned until my own experi- 
ence brought me into contact with 
the problem. 

Several weeks ago, My son was 
attacked and‘ beaten by a young 
“muscle man.” He was so badly 
injured that an operation was néc- 
essary to repair the damage. The 

ospital and doctor's bills totaled 

ver $400—in addition to the suf- 

ring, inconvenience, time lost from 
work, etc. JI had the assailant ar- 
rested; he was interviewed by an 
official at the juvenile court and 
released. Within a few days he was 
back in school as though nothing 
had happened. My family and I are 
still paying—and will be for a long 
time—for the financial loss involved. 

My suggestion as to who should 
be responsible for damages is this: 
On the first offense, follow present 

rocedure—a lecture and a quick re- 

ease, depending upon the discretion 

of the juvenile court official. But, 
when the same person commits a 
second offense, let the official who 
released him the first time pay the 
damages. 

I realize that, legally, this is an 
impossibly ridiculous proposal. But, 
if it could be put into law, there 
would be fewer young toughs roam- 
ing the streets looking for someone 
or something to destroy.

I WORRY. 
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Should the State of Illinois establish an insti- 
tution of university rank primarily to serve the 
educational needs of populous Madison and St. 
Clair counties? 

If Illinois is to establish such an educational 
institution, should the institution’ be a branch 
under the administration of Southérn Illinois 
University? 

These questions have been answered in the 
affirmative in a study conducted by a New York 
University educator, Alonzo F., Myers, for the 
Southwestern Illinois Council for Higher Educa- 
tion. The Myers study reports on the basis of 
questionnaire returns that 6000 students will be 
going to college in the East Side area in 1962 
if low-tuition facilities exist. It also reports 
that Southern Illinois University is ready and 
prepared to assume the responsibility for com- 
mencing classes in both East St. Louis and 
Alton this fall if approval comés from Springfield. 

The need for additional college facilities in 
Hilinois does not require argument. The flood 
of students is already rolling up and every state 
that #& provident is now at work on plans to 
handle it. Missouri is confronted with essen- 
tially the same problem. 

7 + * 

What Illinois should have had before this is 
an over-all study of its university. needs. As 
it is, the State supports the University of Illinois 
at Urbana with branches in Chicago. It main- 
tains Southern Illinois University at Carbondale, 
Illinois State Normal University at Normal and 
three state colleges, at Macomb, DeKalb and 
Charleston. These institutions are governed by 
three separate boards, one elécted, two ap 
pointed by the Governor. These three boards 
compete for appropriations at each legislative 
session. 

Due in part to preoccupation with its problem 
of a prospective Chicago campus (to replace 
the expiring lease for the Navy Pier junior col- 
lege), the University of Illinois has not moved 
in the matter of a branch institution in the St. 
Clair-Madison area, Meantime the activity in 
behalf of a Southern Illinois University branch 
increases in the area and at Springfield. The 
Legislature inevitably will find it necessary to 
take notice of this. 

In the Stevenson Administration, after South- 
ern Illinois University was accorded a separate 
board to enable it to extend beyond a teacher- 
training mission, the Legislature had a look at 
a bill to place all the state-supported colleges 
under one board. This was not passed then but 
the idea is again being discussed. 

7 - o 

More than a dozen states, from New Jérséysto 
Oregon, have put their state colleges under one 
board. Wisconsin recently created a perma- 
nent state-wide co-ordinating committee of 15 
members for its nine state colleges and two state 

institutes. The Wisconsin law requires “a continu- 
ing study of the state-supported institutions and 
the relation thereto of the needs of the people 
of Wisconsin.” This board is charged with pro- 
posing “necessary changes in programs and. fa- 
cilities, to provide for a single, consolidated, 
biennial budget request for all such institutions, 
and to report the results of its studies and 
recommendations to the Governor and the 
Legislature.” 

This Wisconsin move is for the express pur- 
pose of cutting down wasteful competition for 
state funds and to assure that appropriations will 
be assigned not because of local pressure but 
on a basis of state-wide need, ascertained on a 
state-wide basis. 

Surely the need in Madison and St. Clair 
counties can be intelligently related to the re- 
quirements of Illinois as a whole. If there is 
no guch over-all view of the problem, it ought 
not to take lerig to produce one. The basic 
facts are avajlable. Why not set them in proper 
relationship so an informed Legislature can use 
the people's tax funds to best advantage when 
the educational bills come up for action? 
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No. 4 for Secretary Dulles 

Secretary Dulles has now offered his fourth 
separate and distinct excuse for continuing to 
bar reporters from Red China. 

First he said the United States Government 
could not guarantee the reporters protection. 
Then he said the reporters could not go unless 
China released American prisoners. Next he 
said the reporters could not go because China 
might release the prisoners if they did, and this 
would be submitting to blackmail. 


Each one of these rationalizations collapsed 
under its own weight. And now Secretary Dul- 
les is arguing that the reporters cannot go be- 
cause this would remove the barriers toa gen- 
eral “cultural exchange” with Red China. 


This excuse, too, is doomed to an early de- 
mise. The State Department found, it possible 
to admit néws correspondents t6 Soviet Russia 
while at the same time barring a general “cul- 
tural exchange.” Why could not Sécretary Dulles 
do the same as respects China, assuming that 
cultural exchanges are sométhing to be feared 
and avoided, which we doubt? 

The latest excuse looks much like the old 
ones—a rather flimsy cover for maintaining a 
ban which the Secretary of State can no longer 
justify on solid grounds. And he sounds as if he 


were beginning to run out of excusés. The Ad- 


ministration, he says, is “studying” and “explor- 
ing” to see “whether any ways could be found 
to satisfy better the demand for news coverage 
without seeming to drop the barriers down 
generally.” 

We trust that the exploration will yield a 
gréat discovery. 
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Opportunity for the Handicapped 

Only a few of St. Louis county's 29 school dis- 
tricts are equipped to offer special classes for 
the county’s 2000 or so children with special 
handicaps. This group of youngstérs includes 
those who are blind, deaf, hard of hearing, crip- 
pled or mentally retarded. They deserve an op- 
portunity to learn. The problem is how to make 
it available. 

The County Conference ef School Board 
Members and Superintendents believes the an- 
swer is a special county-wide school district to 
be financed by a 10-cent property tax. On the 
basis of existing valuations that rate would raise 
about $1,000,000 a year. And as the county grew 
and the need grew, the tax revenue would grow 
as well, Classes for the handicapped would be 
frée. 

A bill authorizing establishment of just such 
a special district is pending in the Missouri Sen- 
ate, and in our opinion it ought to be passed. 
As the County Conference has pointed out, the 
costly special instruction necessary for the hand- 
icapped can be provided more efficiently and 
economically under a county-wide arrangement. 
For another thing, this would equalize opportu- 
nities for the handicapped. 

And while this would add another layer of 
government in a county already suffering more 
government than necessary, the proposed special 
district for the handicapped does fill a real 
need and it easily could be absorbed by a 


b 


county-wide district if the present 29 districts 
ever become one. The big thing, though, is that 
the new district would meet a need that other- 
wise will not be met. 
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At Col. Nasser’s Door 


Three events have checked the Middle East 
peace problem squarely up to Egypt and its 
President, Col. Nasser, with the implication 
that there is where pressure must be exerted 
toward a settlement. 

One event is the Arab rioting against United 
Nations control of the Gaza strip. A committee 
of Arab workers told U.N. officers they would 
refuse to work for the U.N. administration until 
ordered to do so by the Nasser government. 
Obviously Col. Nasser himself could put an end 
to the disturbances if he had a mind to do so. 

Second, Egypt has rejected the plan for op 
eration of the Suez canal offered by the United 
States, Britain, France and Norway. This plan 
called for interim canal administration by the 
International Bank, with half the tolls going to 
Egypt. The Nasser Government regards this as 
an effort to deny Egyptian nationalization of 
the canal. 

Since that would indeed be the temporary 
effect of the plan, the Western powers will have 
to negotiate further for the opening of the canal. 
The nationalization issue should not become 
the crucial one. But Egypt's own disposition to 
delay the canal opening by preventing salvage 
of two remaining sunken ships shows the diffi- 
culty of dealing with Nasser on a realistic basis. 

Finally, Egypt has hinted broadly that it will 
continue to keep Israeli ships out of the canal 
and fron! the Gulf of Aqaba as well. This would 
violate the 1888 convention for freedom of ships 
in the canal. Egypt's point, that it is still tech- 
nically at war with Israel, cannot be upheld by 
other nations. This cannot logically be upheld 
by Egypt without supporting the risky possi- 
bility of a resumption of hostilities. 

The Israeli Government has reminded the 
United States that President Eisenhower vir- 
tually assured Israel that the world would act 
to keep the Suez canal open for Israel's ship- 
ping. This assurance applied to the Gulf of 

Aqaba as well. And Israel has a perfect right 
to remind the United States of this now that 
Israeli troops have withdrawn from Egypt. 

In short, each diplomatic obstacle to a Middle 
Eastern settlement lies on Col. Nasser’s door- 
step. The United States, for one, is obliged to 
move to get Egypt to open the door. 
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The Tucker-Mehan Race 


The three weeks between now and the mayoral 
eléction, April 2, ought to be weeks with civic 
significance for the people of St. Louis. They 
constitute a period in whith issues confronting 
this community ought to be discussed as thor- 
oughly as possible by the opposing candidates. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, who seeks re- 
election on the Democratic ticket, is known as 
few municipal leaders have been known in the 
history of St. Louis. His record over the last 
four years is an outstanding one. 

This does not mean, however, that the Tucker 
record is not subject to review. It includes ex- 
ceptional achievements; it also has aspects that 
need examination. Now is the time for that 
examination. 

The Republican nominee, Richard J. Mehan, 
will serve his own candidacy best, as well as the 
community's welfare, by telling the voters just 
what he has in mind for the city. What he 
lacks in experience, he may try to make up in 
fresh ideas. 

We believe that Mayor Tucker would regard 
it as a public misfortune if there were no candi- 
date in the race to give him opposition. Certain- 
ly the voters are entitled to an alternative. 

Now that the candidates have been chosen, 
let each tell the voters why he seeks the 
Mayor's chair. Let Mayor Tucker review his 
record and say what more he intends to help 
the city realize. Let Mr. Mehan analyze that 
record critically and say what he would under- 
take if the voters were to call him to City Hall. 

Let's all make the period to April 2 a time 
for constructive civic education in St. Louis! 
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Return of Dave Beck 

Dave Beck, Teamsters union president, has 
done the only thing he could do without giving 
his big union a black eye automatically. He has 
returned to this eountry from Europe and an- 
nounced that he will go to Washington very 
soon. The only question he answered concerned 
a subpena from the committee headed by Sen- 
ator McClellan of Arkarisas which is investigat- 
ing racketeering. Asked if he would wait for 
a formal summons, Beck replied: “I don’t 
think so.” 

Inasmuch as a subpena has been prepared 
and is only waiting on the ordér of the com- 
mittee for its service, Dave Beck will be well 
advised to go to Washington forthwith as the 
responsible head of the largest union in the 
country. Assuming that all Beck's plans for his 
European trip were made before his presence 
in the country became an issue, there obviously 
is nothing he could do in Europe at this time 
to match in importance his appearance before 
the Senate Committee. He belongs in that 
hearing room. 

No uninformed citizen can possibly know how 
much truth there is to the testimony that has. 
been given under oath before Senator Mc- 
Clellan and his colleagues on the investigating 
committee. It is enough to say now that. the 
reports of bribes and pay-offs are shocking and 
scandalous. , 

It is up to Mr. Beck, so long as he is president 
of a union with vast funds to control, to be 
ready and willing to give a straightforward, 
honest accounting of his stewardship. That is 
exactly what everyone will expect of him. 
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Delaying Tactics in Court 

The Florida Supreme Court has spread the 
tactics of distraction and delay thinly through 
its order denying admission of a Negro to the 
University of Florida. 

Nearly a year ago the United States Supreme 
Court ordered that Virgil Hawkins of Daytona 
Beach was entitled to “prompt admission” to 
the state university law school. But the Florida 
high court has ruled, 5 to 2, that Hawkins is not 
entitled to prompt admission. The state court 
does not say Hawkins can never be admitted, 
but says his admission now might cause ‘‘public 
mischief.” 

This is not so much a claim for the supremacy 
of state’s rights as a claim for state discretion 
in handling school integration problems. Some 
discretion must be granted to prevent disorder, 
But if the United States Supreme Court had 
believed that sérious “public mischief” might 


have resulted from the Hawkins case, it would: 


not have ordered his prompt admission. 

“The effect of the Florida ruling is just as 
clearly to keep Hawkins out of the university 
ad infinitum as if the court had said just that. 
This amounts to defiance of the Supreme Court, 
whatever the niceties of the legal language. We 
doubt if the barrier erected by the Florida court 
will long be allowed to stand.

Why Kashmir Means So Much .

New Delhi fears a plebiscite letting Moslem Kashmir go to 
Moslem Pakistan would cause carnage in Hindu India, reporter 
says; loss of bi-religious basis of India could destroy nation; 
Karachi asserts that this proves the Moslems in India are hostages.

The Kashmir case has been dogging 
the United Nations for so long, the de- 
bates have been so wearisome, the ar- 
guments so repetitious, that it is easy 
to assume that nothing has really 
changed, that it is all unimportant, and 
that the same old record simply keeps 
spinning on the political turntable. 

This is quite easy—and quite wrong. 
The fact is that in the past nine years 
the case of Kashmir has built up a set 
of attitudes and habits of thinking in 
India and Pakistan which have an im- 
portance far transcending the boun- 
daries of the two countries. For these 
attitudes and ways of thinking color 
the way Indians and Pakistanis see the 
rest of the world. 


In the West there is a natural ten- 
dency to think about Pakistani or 
Indian foreign policy in terms of the 
West's own problems. The United 
States feels a natural warmth toward 
Pakistan because since Sept. 8, 1954, 
that country has become part of our 
military structure. By contrast, there 
is a coldness toward India because, at 
best, India stands aloof and often shows 
a determined understanding of the 
problems and fears of Russia and Com- 
munist China which it cannot. seem to 
muster for the West. 


Basis of Foreign Policy 


But to a degree that is difficult to 
exaggerate, the foreign policy of Paki- 
stan and India is based, not on great 
problems of global strategy, but on 
each other and most especially on 
Kashmir. 


This reporter, for instance, has yet 
to meet a Pakistani who in frank con- 
versation would argue seriously that 
his country entered the Western mili- 
tary alliance because of fear of attack 
by Russia or China. 


Pakistan wants arms, not against the 
Communist nations, but against India. 
This does not mean that the Pakistanis 
are arming for a swift, knockout attack 
against India. It does mean that the 
Pakistanis think they can only be in a 
position to deal with India diplomatic- 
ally and politically if they are militarily 
strong. 

As for the Indians, it is Pakistan, 
more than the United States or the 
Soviet Union, which determines how 
they will act or react. The Indians 
say they are against military pacts, but 
they have little to say about any pacts 
except those which involve Pakistan. 
The United States has told New Delhi 
that arms given to Pakistan will never 
be used against India. But it is more 
than a little naive 6f Americans to ex- 
pect Indians to base the security of 
their country on this promise, 


It Cost Them a Victory 


The Pakistanis hope and believe that 


in their optimism the Indians are mak- 
ing a big mistake. And certainly the 
record of the Kashmir case has been 
one of mistakes committed by both 
sides, mistakes from the purely prag- 
matic, or winner-take-all, point of view. 


The greatest mistake was a military 
,one made by Pakistan. In 1947, when 
the Kashmir conflict started, the Mos- 
lem tribesmen, after crossing Pakistani 
territory and fighting in Kashmir un- 
der Pakistani officers, had just about 
achieved victory: They were at a place 
called Baramula, about 30 miles from 
the valley’s only airport at Srinagar. 

The tribesmen stopped for a bit of 
looting and raping at Baramula, and 
by the time they had had enough the 
Indians had taken over the and 
begun. that remarkable airlift from 
New Dethi which was to give India the 
Vale of Kashmir. 

India’s errors were political, although 


not 2 as expensive as those of 
Pakis because it was in occupation. 


From the Indian point of view the first 
error was that of Nehru when he agreed 
to the suggestion of India's last vice- 


scm eS alam 


roy, Lord Louis Mountbatten, that the 
accession of Kashmir to India by the 
Hindu maharaja be made conditional 
on the will of the Moslem people. New 
Delhi's enthusiasm for testing the will 
of the people faded away quickly, but 
it was about eight years before it got 
around to. saying so. 


Another major blunder was India’s 
handling of the Kashmir case at the 
Ynited Nations. The blunder consisted 
in agreeing to discuss a whole series of 
resolutions which put. India ‘and Paki- 
stan on an equal footing, after India 
had come to the Security Council in 
1948 with the charge that Pakistan was 
the aggressor. 


Biggest Mistake of All 


True enough, India could not con- 
vince the council that Pakistan was 


the aggressor: But for the sake of the . 


record and of the future the Jogical 
thing would have been to refuse to get 
involved in a whole structure of reso- 
lutions, commissions, reports and medi- 
ators unless the .council agreed to fix 
responsibility. That is the demand 
which was made by the West in the 
case of Korea, and by the Arabs in the 
case of Egypt. 

Those mistakes by India -led to the 
greatest mistake of all—the failure to 
put across to the rest of the world what 
to India has become the essence of the 
Kashmir case. Once wrapped up in 
promises that would not be kept, in 
resolutions that would not be heeded, 
in reports that would not be imple- 
mented, India found itself unable to 
hammer home the one basic point. 


As India is concerned, the case of 
Kashmir involves not just the future 
of a valley but the future of a nation. 
No responsible Indian leader would be 
willing to forecast that the bi-religious 
basis of this country would not be de- 
stroyed if Moslem Kashmir “deserted” 
India and went to Pakistan,

Perhaps “bi-religious” is too strong a 
word. But there are 40,000,000 Mos- 
lems in India, living among eight times 
as many Hindus. They live in an un- 
easy peace, a peace which could be shat- 
tered by something far less dramatic 
than evidence through a plebiscite that 
every Moslem in India would prefer to 
be a Moslem in Pakistan. 


Indian officials are afraid that an 
orgy of bloodletting would sweep India 
after a plebiscite in favor of Pakistan. 
They may be wrong, but as people who 
are in command and must accept the 
responsibility of government, they are 
not taking the chance. 


To all this the Pakistanis say, “Re- 
ligious blackmail.” They say this is 

roof that the Moslems in India are 

ostages. They say this is proof that 
the Indian government cannot control 
its own country. 

All these charges have some truth 
in them. But true or not, they do not 
alter the basic fact that no Indian gov- 
ernment can afford to. take a risk 
which conceivably—not certainly, but 
at least conceivably—could destroy the 
nation.

Paul Bunyan of the North 


THE LEGEND OF DANIEL WILLIAMS, 
a Peter Freuchen, (Messner, 256 pgs. 
3.95.) 


Capt. Peter Freuchen, Danish ex- 
plorer, journalist and winner on a big 
television quiz show, is also an engag- 
ing story-teller, as this book generously 
proves. 

Freuchen first heard of the legendary 
black Paul Bunyan, known as “Nigger 
Dan,” in the Hudson Bay country of 
Canada, 50 years after Dan Williams 
was found guilty of murder at Fort 
Saskatchewan and hanged. Intrigued 
by the myths that had grown out of 
the exploits of the outlaw, Freuchen 
decided to put the story together. He 
began talking to Indians, fur trappers, 
and gold prospectors who remembered 
the ‘stories, and checked the records of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
as well as the ledgers of the Hudson's 
Bay Company. 

The story is that of a huge, powerful, 
though somewhat shallow-brained Ne- 
gro, who roamed 
the north Canadian 
woods with a Bible 
inside his shirt and 
a rifle in his hand. 
Williams had been 
a slave in Georgia 
and when he was 
set free at the end 
of the Civil War 
he headed north in 
search of even 
more freedom. 

If the legends 
can be relied upon 
his skill with a rifle 
was truly extraor- 
dinary, and he was 
thought to be half-crazed because of 
his zeal for converting the Beavér In- 
dians to Christianity, Mistaken cir- 
cumstances forced Dan to kill half-a- 
dozen men in self-defense, and Mr. 
Freuchen writes sympathetically of 
these unfortunate events, supplying 
Dan with ample provocation for his 
misdeeds, 

It makes an exciting story, and the 
moments of gripping intensity add so 
much to the plausibility of the yarn 
that the reader will néver guess where 
Freuchen’s research erids and his imag- 
inative writing begins.

Former Secretary, Director 
of Union Electric Had 
Retired in 1944, 


Hermann Spoehrer, . former 
secretary and director of Union 
Electric Co. and a charter mem- 
ber of the Municipal Theater 
Association, died of a heart ail- 


ment yesterday at his home, 
6236 Fauquier drive. He was 80 
years old. 

Mr. Spoehrer resigned his 
executive post with Union Elec- 
tric Co. in 1940 following his 
statements to the Securities and 
Exchange Commission concern- 
ing the company’s political slush 
fund.

Born in New York City, Mr. 
Spoehrer took an engineering 
degree at Cornell University in 
1899.

Mr. Spoehrer was a life mem-

board. He was president of the 
St. Louis Rotary Club when 
Rotary’s international conven- 
tion was held in 1923. He was 
a founder and the first presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Safety 
Council. 

He was active for many years 
in the Chamber of Commerce 
of Metropolitan St. Louis. Dur- 
ing retirement, he raised rare 
plants as a hobby. He culti- 
vated the night-blooming ce- 
reus, varieties of hibiscus and 
gardenia, and other flowers at 
his home.

Schwaben, assisted by a 
strong, gusty wind, outscored 
the St. Louis team in the first 
half, 2 to 1, and thus squared 
the series score at 3-3. Dick 
Meisemann’s surprise shot from 
the corner of the penalty area 
at 9 minutes after the start, was 
Kutis’s lone first-half score. 
Walter Ronge, resourceful 
young center forward of Schwa- 
ben, and Walter Juengling, the 
outside right, got the Schwaben 
goals, both from within a few 
feet of the target. 

Cook and Mendoza Score. 

The south wind that had 
plagued Kutis defenders in the 
first half, proved helpful in the 
second, as Elwood (Butch) Cook 
and then Ruben Mendoza beat 
the amazingly agile goalie Hel- 
muth Michel for the winning 
margin. 

In many respects, Schwaben

Small Business| Lesson in Dolls for Democracy 


Women Representing Three Religious Groups Use Models to Teach Pupils About Brotherhood 


By William C. Hanson 


This is the second article in a series designed 
to help the average individual, and small-business 
man, save time and money on his tax return. Tech- 
nical matters are carefully avoided. The writer 
is a consultant to leading financial groups and au- 
thor of several books. 


E OFTEN hear the expression “the small-business 
man.” Just ‘what does this mean? It’s a rather loose 
term, but perhaps the best way to describe a veritable 
army of our fellow citizens. Being a small-business man 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
having a small income. 
Rather, it covers those 
millions of Americans who 
are professional men, 
salesnien, stockbrokers, ac- 
countants, architects, in- 
surance agents, storekeep- 
ers, garage owners — in 
short, everyone who is 
self-employed. 

If you fit into the defi- 
nition of small-business 
man, you should give 
extra-careful attention to 
your tax situation, You're 
in a different position, tax- 
wise, than the man who 
works for someone else as 
an employe. You thus 
have certain advantages, 
certain drawbacks, so you 
should make the utmost 
use of your advantages. 
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FIRST OF ALL, bear in mind that you are taxed not 
on your gross receipts, but on your net income. This, of 
course, means the profit left over after deducting all legit 
imate business expenses. You are permitted by law to make 
full use of all deductions, so long as they are proper, and 
in reasonable proportion. 

But the fact is that many business men fail to use 
their deductions to full advantage. For one thing, they 
often don’t know what their real deductions are. When the 
business year is over, and it’s time to grapple with the tax 
return, many a business man has only a hazy recollection 
of his operating costs. So, what happens? Either he fails 
to report his deductions fully, and thus pays more tax than 
necessary. Or, he puts down some vague sum, based upon 
recollection, but which he can’t prove. Both courses of 
action are unsound. 

* *« * 

ALL OF WHICH brings us to the first and foremost 
“commandment” for a safe tax program—the need for keep- 
ing careful records. Chances are your accounts are already 
kept quite accurately by a good bookkeeper. But, if not, 
you should set up some kind of daily record to cover out-of- 
pocket expenses. An ordinary diary will do for this purpose. 

You'll be amazed how much you spend over a year’s 
time for such things as cab fares, phone calls, local travel, 
tips and the like. Diary-keeping is highly recommended 
by tax experts. It not only supports your expense claims, 
it also shows the exact circumstances under which you 
spent the money. 

Secondly, pay by check whenever possible. Your can- 
celed check is good proof of expenses paid. It’s a good idea, 
too, to make use of credit cards for such everyday items 
as gasoline for your car and entertaining clients at restau- 
rants and clubs. The process is simple, and it facilitates 
your record-keeping. Instead of doling out piece-meal ex- 
penses in cash, you get a bill at the end of the month, which 
you pay by check. 

Then, too, it’s smart to double-check your various cost 
items. Are you making the fullest use of the various ex- 
pense deductions which the law allows? This includes 
such obvious items as rent, wages if you hire help, postage, 
stationery and many other things too numerous to list here. 
But how about some of-the less obvious business charges, 
like depreciation? Strange as. it may seem, many business 
men overlook depreciation completely in their tax planning. 
Yet, it can be mighty important, both in tax saving and in 
replacing your business equipment. | | 


x * ® 

LET’S THINK ABOUT depreciation on just one asset 
almost every business uses—the automobile. What with 
the way car prices have gone up in recent years, an auto is 
a pretty big investment for the average business man today. 
Yet, the depreciation, or loss in market value, on automo- 
biles is quite sharp, about 50 per cent in the first year 
alone. And your various other “fixed assets,” such as 
buildings, machinery, office equipment, etc., are depre- 
ciating, or Josing value too. 

The tax laws permit you to write this depreciation off 
on your tax form. But one word of caution if you do: you 
must follow the depreciation rates allowed by the govern- 
ment. You can get more information on this from the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

And, speaking about “fixed assets,” that brings up an- 
other question to ponder—to buy or to-rent? More and 
more business men are now renting—rather than buying— 
autos, trucks, office equipment, etc. This has two advan- 
tages—first, it saves tying up a lot of working capital in 
such “fixed assets”; second, the rental paid on such items 
is 100 per cent deductible from the tax bill. 

Much the same principle is used in‘ another situation 
that has become very popular—the “sale and lease back” 
device. The idea is as simple as A-B-C: if you own a busi- 

. ness building, or plant, you sell it for cash. Then, you im- 
mediately have the property “leased back” to you on a long- 
term basis. The plan pays off in two ways—you get your 
cash out of the “bricks and mortar,” and you still have the 
use of the property. And, the nicest part of the plan is 
that your rentals, under the lease, are tax deductions.

HERE were no maps to 

study, no textbooks to read, 

no problems to be solved on 
the blackboard. Just five dolls, 
standing on a table in front of 
the class of sixth-graders at 
Ashland School. The instructor 
was seated with her students. 
The “doll lady” and her dolls 
were doing the teaching. 

One of the dolls looked like 
Abraham Lincoln, with his 
frock coat and shawl and top 
hat. Another, in miniature 
black habit of a Catholic order, 
resembled Mother Cabrini, 
With them were Helen Keller, 
George Washington Carver and 
Albert Einstein. 

Their stories were told, one 
after another, by the “doll 
lady.” How Abraham Lincoln 
had worked to free the slaves, 
how Mother Cabrini had 
worked among the poor Italians 
in New York, how Helen Keller 
helped the blind, George Wash- 
ington Carver served southern 
farmers and Albert Einstein 
advanced the cause of science, 
She asked first how they dif- 
fered from one another and 
from throughout the room came. 
the answers. In height, the stu- 
dents said, in time, in dress, in 
race, in religion. 

Then she asked, what did all 
five of them have in common? 
From the back row came a 
little boy’s answer: 

“They all wanted to help 
others.” 

It was the answer that the 
“doll lady” hoped she would 
hear. It meant that the five 
dolls had taught their lesson 
well, the lesson of brotherhood 
and service. 

The scene is being repeated 
throughout St. Louis city and 
county schools as women, rep- 
resenting three major religious 
groups and aided by the dolls, 
carry on a year-around broth- 
erhood program, “Dolls for 
Democracy.” Although it was 
begun. nationally by the B’nai 
B’rith Women’s Council, and

they can get across their mes- 
sage far more effectively than 
by a too-obvious reference to 
racial and religious prejudice.

INCOLN’S life is always used 
L to start the presentation, fol- 

lowed by three or four others 
as time permits. With two Lin- 
coln dolls in the library, two 
separate presentations can be 
carried on simultaneously in 
one school building. Each “doll 
lady” uses the technique and 
illustrative stories which she has 
found to be most effective, and 
can select the dolls she prefers 
to display to the children. 

Some personalities, naturally, 
are more familiar to the young- 
sters than others. Lincoln is 
easily recognizable and _ the 
children themselves frequently 
add stories of Lincoln’s life to 
the “doll lady’s” presentation 
which she can use in the next 
classroom she visits. Helen Kel- 
ler, although her story is a dra- 


matic one and is found to have 
had a great deal of emotional 
appeal for the children, was not 
recognized by the majority until 
after her life was portrayed on 
television a few weeks ago. 
Since then, they not only know 
her by the brief clues they are 
given, but they have stopped 
asking the questions they form- 
erly had asked about her meth- 
od of receiving and transmitting 
conversations by pressure on 
her palm. That seemed to puz- 
zie them more than any other 
facet of her life. 

The original set of five dolls 
along with documented research 
about the personalities were 
provided by the national office 
of B’naji B’rith. But as the local 
women have added other dolls 
to the collection, they have con- 
ducted their own research and 
all of them are encouraged to 
keep reading about t lives 
represented in order to answer 
the myriad questions which come 
from their young audiences. 

It requires about five or six 
months of training and obser-

WAS NOTHING LESS than 
shocked to read the news- 
paper account of how a 
crowd in Birmingham, Ala., at- 
tacked a white man after he 
had been sitting beside a Negro 
couple in a railroad station 
waiting room. 

When he left the station the 
attackers followed him, beating 
and threatening him. And after 
escaping in his car in a shower 
of stones, the court fined him 
for reckless driving! 

I wonder if people who take 
part in this kind of thing realize 
that such news is flashed 
around the world and they have 
made enemies for their country 
in the whole of Asia and Africa. 
No diplomatic representation or 
expressions of good will can 
wipe out the effects of one 
story of this kind.

FLUORIDATION of a city’s 
water supply seems to be a 
question which engenders much 
heat,. wherever it is brought up. 

Seven hundred persons went 
to New York’s City Hall to de- 
bate the question of whether 
that city’s water should be flu- 
oridated. And like so many 
other questions, there are two 
distinct points of view. 

One faction feels that this is 
the only way to save the chil- 
dren’s teeth. The other feels 
that forcing the use of water 
treated with fluorides will de- 
stroy our American way of life. 

I think an endless discussion 
on this subject is possible, be- 
cause like so many other things, 
nobody is quite sure whether 
fluoridation is entirely good or 
entirely bad.
